A reader from Milwaukee 


wants to know how to reach 
a grand slam with today's 
hand. He says that he lost an 
important Swiss team match 
by stopping at six hearts 
while his opponents reached 
the grand slain. 


We sympathize. This is the 


sort of hand with which it 
should be a cinch to reach a 
grand slam. However, most 
players will reach just six 
and a few timid souls might 
stop at game. 


The bidding in the box 


illustrates one way to get 
there. With 17 h i g h - c a r d 
points; a good six-card suit 
and good support for part- 
ner's suit, South is strong 
enough 
to jump to two 


hearts. 


North's two-spade rebid is 


easy to make as is South's 
call of three hearts. At this 
point, North might take very 
aggressive action but a bid 
of four h e a r t s should be 
enough to get South to try a 
Blackwood four no-trump fol- 
lowed by five no-trump. 


This five no - trump call 


guarantees that North and 
South hold all the aces and 
North can afford to bid seven 
hearts on the strength of his 
holding of both red queens. 
He can count six hearts, one 
spade, one club and five dia- 
monds with hearts as the 
trump suit. South's king of 
spades turns out to be an 
insurance card. 


In a match-point game 


North might proceed to seven 


, no-trump but in-a Swiss team 
match he should be content 
with hearts as trump.

FARMINGTON, Maine (AP) 


— An Arkansas family is look- 
ing for cheap land and a home 
in Maine after duplicating in 
reverse the rigorous westward 
covered wagon migrations of 
the 19th century. 


Two years and 2,000 miles 


after 
leaving the eastern 


Ozarks town of Hardy, Eli and 
Lydia Garber and their four 
young children have arrived in 
Maine, where they are seeking 
cheap land for a simple and 
self-sustaining farm and home- 
stead. 


Their pioneer forebears trav- 


eled dirt trails and 
barren 


prairies, but the Garbers modi- 
fied their horse-drawn rig with 
automobile springs and set out 
on highways of asphalt and 
paved concrete. 


The Amish-Mennonite couple 


said they traveled about 25 
miles a day, which is "in keep- 
ing with the dictum of the 
Lord" that man should not 
travel at more than a natural 
speed. 


The Garbers wintered in Ohio

they traveled only 


when there was grass' for their 
horses.

Service 
Community

HONOLULU (AP) - 
Maj. 


Gen. L. E. Weber, new director 
of the Army National Guard, 
says community service at the 
grass roots level will be 
stressed in an effort to make 
the organization more appeal- 
ing to youth and to help it solve 
recruiting problems. 


The Guard also will try to re- 


cruit more blacks, he added. 


Weber said in an interview 


Tuesday that the Guard will 
emphasize 
work in 
federal 


Head Start and other programs 
as an incentive for signing up. 
It also will organize community 
groups for tackling pollution 
and other related problems. 


But Weber, here for a con- 


vention, said that recruiting of 
blacks is of prime importance. 


"This is probably the biggest 


single problem we face for the 
moment," said Weber, a veter- 
an of World War II and Korea 
whose military career began as 
a Marine private in 1942. He 
was adjutant general for Okla- 
homa when selected for his new 
post. 


He hopes to get more blacks 


into the Guard by working with 
national black organizations. 


"If we can get blacks to ac- 


cept the Guard on that level, 
and if it trickles down from 
them to the local level, that 
should go a long way in solving 
the problem," Weber said. 


The Guard's long-range goal 


is to have the same percentage 
of black members in a unit as 
there are in the general popu- 
lation for a particular geogra- 
phical area, he added. Now, 
only a little over 1 per cent of 
the Guard is made up of black 
members, a Guard spokesman 
said. 


The general said that riot 


control would not get special 
stress in the future. But he 
added: "The National Guard 
has a multiple role, and civil 
disturbance is just one task 
that probably doesn't deserve 
any emphasis over others. 


"We can't deny the impor- 


tance of the civil disturbance 
role, but there are others, such 
as the Guard's role in dis- 
asters, that ar,e of equal impor- 
tance/'-

Post Office 
Putting 
Bite on Dogs

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - The 


U.S. Post Office is putting the 
bite on dog owners whose pets 
chew on letter carriers. 


Since July 1, the Post Office 


has been authorized by law to 
bill dog owners the cost of 
treating postal employes bitten 
while on their rounds. 


The Newark Post Office has 


five such cases pending, in- 
cluding one for $2,100 against a 
family whose dog tore a mail- 
man's leg and put him out of 
work for six weeks. 


"I don't know what it is," 


said Newark Postmaster Jo- 
seph Bennuci. "A dog sees a 
mailman and goes wild." 


Every year in the United 


States, 20,000 mailmen are bit- 
ten by dogs the Post Office 
says. The problem is worst in 
suburban areas. 


Postal officials blame the in- 


creasing use of guard dogs for 
some of the troubles. Unfortu- 
nately, they say, the guard 
dogs are doing their thing to 
mailmen as well as to burglars. 


Most mailmen nowadays are 


equipped with dog repellanl 
that causes at least five sec- 
onds of eye irritation. 


Local post offices are also au- 


thorized to stop delivery to 
families whose pets have at- 
tacked mailmen. The household 
is notified that unless the dog is 
leashed at mail delivery time, 
service to the home will stop. 


"The trouble with that," said 


Jersey City Postal Supervisor 
Harry Brophy, "is that some- 
times you even get bitten when 
you deliver the notice that serv- 
ice is stopping." 


Bennuci adds: "It's not only 


the pain of being bitten that 
hurts. 


"It's a question of negligence. 


There's not only the cost of me- 
dical treatment, tetanus shots 
and sometimes sutures, but the 
loss in salary for the employe 
who gets bitten." 


When a dog bites a letter car- 


rier, the owner is billed for the 
damages. The owner is given 15 
days to pay or notify his insur- 
ance company. 


If no action is taken, the post- 


al department's legal counsel 
files suit.

straight pin out. It came all 
the way out to her tongue. 
Just two weeks before this 
she had Xrays. So the pin 
must have come all the way 
from the bottom lobe of her 
lung, out to her mouth. Lung 
specialists said they had 
never heard of this before. 
Tell me how the pin could 
have gotten out without com- 
plications. 


Dear Reader—Your little 


girl was very lucky. 
The 


windpipe and the air pas- 
sages are really constructed 
a bit like a huge tree with a 
hollow trunk (windpipe) and 
hollow branches. 
The air 


passages like the limbs get 
smaller as they branch out. 
I would think the pin was 
far enough down the pas- 
sages to be beyond reach 
with the types of instru- 
ments used to go clown the 
windpipe and remove an ob- 
ject like this. 


As long as the pin was not 


stuck in the lung it was like 
lying in the bottom of a bot- 
tle. It may well have moved 
while she was lying down 
and didn't become fixed in 
one position. The air pas- 
sages are lined with 'a type 
of fine hair and form mucus 
that serves to clean the air 
and the air passages. They 
naturally 
tend 
to act 
to 


move things up and out. 
Straight pins however are a 
bit beyond the call of duty. 
The mucus normally secret- 
ed by the air passages prob- 
ably helped carry the pin up 
the windpipe to the point 
that she could cough it up 
in her sputum.
